NCREASING COST OF BATTLESHIPS. 
A dozen or fifteen years ago Sir William 
White, naval constructor for the British govern- 
ment, in a magazine article gave the evolution of 
warships up to his time. 

When England began first to see the need of a 
navy she had built in 1637 a ship called the Sov- 
reien of the Seas at a cost of $205,000. The 
Writer remarks: Thie was an exceptional outlay, 
and other than legitimate expenses were charged 
against that vessel.” 

If we jump from that date to the beginning of 
the last century we find that a 100-gun ship, ex- 
clusive of her armament, cost $350,000. In 1837 
a three-decker, the ship still using sails, and carry- 
ing 121 guns, cost $600,000; and another, driven 
by steam, also a three-decker, with a screw pro- 
peller, built twenty years later, cost half à million 
dollars more, her total bill amounting to $1,100,000, 
the first one built at over the million mark. 

Then came the use of armor, adding very much 
to the cost of warships. The Warrior, built in 
1859, cost $1,900,000, and the first Dreadnought, 
turned off in 1873, cost the people of Engiand 
$3,100,000. This is climbing pretty fast, but the | 
next ship of the class, the Inflexible, cost $4,050,000.
